Rockey. Camp Glenn Rockey is a probation camp for detained juvenile offenders. Camp 
Glenn Rockey serves male adolescents between the ages of 13 -17 years of age. The 
population served present with serious emotional and behavioral impairments with some 
of the youth prescribed psychotropic medications. Camp Glenn Rockey has a mental 
health unit comprised of Psychiatrists, Social Workers, Marriage and Family Therapists, 
Psychologist, Psychiatric Technician, and a Substance Abuse Counselor. The average 
length of stay for youth placed at Camp Glenn Rockey is six months.

• Collaborates with clinical treatment team members when family sessions are 

scheduled 
• Conducts quarterly substance abuse graduation ceremonies
